DETAILS 

Under present instructions, cases on Security Index 
subjects can be placed' in a closed status in the Field after 
background information has been developed and logical leads 
have been covered with the exceptions of cases on subjects 
designated top functionaries or key figures, which cases are 
never placed in a closed statusm 

Most routine Security Index cases are in a closed 
Status and no folloiD up-is presently imintained at the Bureau 
on that type of case. However, the SAC in each Field Office 
is required to see that Security Index cards shall be ma*intained 
at all times in an up-to-date status and that adc'resses are 
checked at least once each six months » The Field maintains an 
appropriate tickler system so arranged that the checks on 
addresses are spread over the six-month period* 

RECOMIIENBATION 

It is recommended that instructions be sent to the 
Field requiring each SAC to advise the Bureau on January 15, 
1951, and each six months thereafter as to whether all Security 
Index cards are in an up-to-date status and whether the 
addresses for all Security Index subjects have been checked 
within the last six months* 

This procedure is necessary due to the importance of 
the Security Index Program and will serve as a reminder to the 
Field and an assurance that the matter is properly being followed

This survey reflected that a total of aoproximately 53,000 
security cases will be ooened on the basis of field estimates. At least 
half of this estimated case load will be investigated during the first 
half of the fiscal year 1952. 

The New York Office has advised that it is opening security 
cases at the rate of aooroximately 600 oer week under the intensified 
•security oro^ram^ The ooenin^ of security cases in all field offices 
has increased but, due to the shortage of investigative personnel, the 
cases are not beins handled as reflected In the rise of field delinquency 
in the classification. As of June 30, 1950, there were a total of 
U,067 delinquent cases in the field bearinf^ the 100 classification, 
whereas of December 31, 1950, this figure had increased to ll;,li4.0o 

In the fiscal year 1952 it is estimated thet between 110,000 
and 120,000 invest! (native matters should be handled by the Bureau in 
the field of internal security. Of course, the r.umber of investigative 
matters that will be handled during that period vill depend on t he 
nunber of investigative personnel available for this type of work.
